Every sensible man must know 
how important. it was that the. reports of 
deaths should be correct. The Ordinance 
was_intended o provide a 
réoord of the number of persons in the Poloar 
and with regard to deaths that care should be 
taken that no person died by violent means 
without a proper investigation being made 
into the cireumstandes, hen a person had 
taken poison, and thé cause of death was im- 
properly reported, the object of the Ordinance 
was frustrated. It was plain that since 1872 
the public had known the Jaw, aa all had 
‘obeyed: it';-for, eo for at least as was known 
the prisoner was the first man who had 
offended against the Ordinance. Although 
he said he was = of the law, his 
plea showed that he did know it, and that 
he broke it wilfully; that was what his 
plea amounted to, Whoever offended in 
that way was guilty in the same degree as 
if he had committed perjury in the Supreme 
Court. The law must be vindicated, and, 
although he was willing to believe that the: 
prisoner was a respéotable man, and that 
‘the persons who spok8 as to his character 
were to be believed, yet in order to deter 
others from committing a similar offence, 
the sentence must be a severe one. He 
hoped the sentence he was about to pass 
would prove o warning to others.- The pri- 
soner was then sentenced to nine days’ im- 
prisonment (dating from the first’ day of 
the sessions) and to Pay a fine of $50 or be 
further imprisoned till the fine be paid.
